announced that a quarter of a 
million pounds, sterling, plus ac-: 
crued interest, had been remitted 
tu London by the Chief Inspec- 
torate of Salt Revenue to pay the 
1934 instalment of principal of the 
Anglo-French Loan’ of 1908 The 
sald remittance completes pay-~ 
ment of all arrears due to bond- 

holders of this loan. This pay- 

ment, said Dr. Kung, the Finance 
Minister, 1s an important Step to- 
wards rehabilitation of the salt- 
secured loans of the Chinese Gov- 
j¢rnment. In 1929 a plan was 
Gvolved providing for gradual pay- 
ment of the arrears of such loans 
of Interest, "and then: of: 
principal. Payment of arrears’ of 
interest of the Anglo- -French and ° 
Crisp loang was ‘completed by the 
end of 1930;.while systematic pro-
